Centralize more local tax dol 
lars? Give millions of dollars used 
for projects within the limits of the 
City of San Jose, to the State of 
California and the Sacramento 
bureaucracy to spend wherevel 
on whatever in the state thes 
want? Groups in the San Jose 
community are already angry that 
there hasn't been enough commu 
nity input on the spending deci 
stons made locally by the City 
Council on Redevelopment 
Agency (RDA) funds. After years 
of public criticism asserting 
overly-expensive and appalling 
RDA project decisions, the city 
began the Strong Neighborhoods 
Initiative and the Smart Start Pro- 
grams that involved a buildup of 
neighborhood advisory groups lor 
the purpose of community devel 
opment. If Governor Gray Davis 
gets his way, there is absolutely 
no promise that much of it will see 
completion. 

The current 2003-2004 bud 
get proposal earmarks $250 mil 
lion from statewide RDA funds 
for diversion to Sacramento as i 
partial solution to the current state 
deficit. Furthermore, Governor 
Davis has plans to centralize an 
additional 5% of RDA budgets 
compounded each year for fifteen 
years to use for non-local pur- 
poses; essentially decapitating the 
overall redevelopment agency 
model in a few years. 

This spells disaster for a city 
that must make payments on ap- 
proximately $3 billion in bond 
debts related to past RDA deci- 
sions, including borrowed money 
for the infamous Fairmont Hotel 
and Pavilion mall projects. The 
debt service obligation on these 
bonds would then fall back on city 
taxpayers to be paid as a first pri-

A petition drive is an-

Spearheaded by Assembly 
man Manny Diaz. along with San 
Jose Councilwomen Cindy Cha 
vez and Nora Campos who both 
serve on the local RDA board of 
directors, a petition drive was an 
nounced on March 25th urging 
Governor Gray Davis to recon- 
sider diverting San Jose's redevel- 
opment funds to Sacramento for 
budget deficit reduction and to 
allow them to continue funding 
local unfinished projects, 

The petition ts one of many 
circulating throughout the state 
attempting to convince Gov. 
Davis to reconsider centralizing 
these property tax monies in his 
May budget revision. The move- 
ment is lead by the local govern- 
ments who want to maintain con- 
trol of these funds; some of which 
may even chose to sue the State 
of California claiming that the 
proposal is contrary to the State 


Constitution. 

What projects will be af- 
fected? 

Assemblyman Diaz asserts 
that the projects most affected will 
be those of community centers, 
Smart Start Programs, parks and 
open spaces, child care facilities, 
rebuilding schools and libraries, 
and all the affordable housing 
projects currently in the “pipeline” 
and not yet “encumbered by con- 
tract” will be cut. Diaz further 
maintains that controversial com- 
mercial projects such as the 
Tropicana Shopping Center and 
the enormous City Hall construc- 
tion will be the least affected be- 
cause agreements have already 
been signed. Some projects such 
as the Pala Youth Center will be 
completed because they moved 
forward before this action was an- 
nounced. 

According to Norberto Due-

The United States. England 
and Spain: the nucleus of the 
“coalition of the willing.” They re 
the nations whose leaders con- 
vened in the Azores — fresh from 
being soundly rebuffed by the 
world's community of nations in 
the quest to disarm Iraq through 
war as opposed to peaceful means. 
These are the same three nations 
that have continually colonized 
more nations worldwide since 
1492. And now they were pro- 
claiming that the world had a fi- 
nal day of diplomacy. It's not that 
peace was getting a one-day re- 
prieve; instead, the world had 24 
hours to line up behind President 
Bush. 

Yet in less than 24 hours. the 
three nations — acting as though 
they had actually won the U.N. 
vote — withdrew the impending 
U.N. resolution on Iraq. kicked 
out the U.N.'s weapons inspectors 
and decided to plunge the world 
into this century's first “pre- 
emptive war.” 

Oddly, the joint declaration 
was directed at the United Na- 
tions, as opposed to Iraq, and its 
message was utterly arrogant: War 
is peace, and the resolution to the 
Israeli/Palestinian conflict must 
also first go through Baghdad. 
That type of arrogance is typical 
of an imperial mentality and is 
associated with attitudes from pre- 
vious centuries. The three leaders 
spoke matter-of-factly, as though 
they were entitled to wage war. 
The arrogance was bad enough, 
but that they staged a “we're giv- 
ing diplomacy one last chance” 
summit to make their joint decla- 
ration was surreal, and was almost 
instantly betrayed by the facts. 

That they” ve been referring to 
their nations as being separate 
from the United Nations is addi- 
tionally disconcerting: Those who 
agree with President Bush are 


“us.” and those who disagree are 
irrelevant and are “them.” includ- 
ing the vast majority of the world's 
nations. 

After withdrawing the resolu- 
tion, the three nations were 
backpedaling about why they al- 
ready had the legal authority to 
wage war. In other words, the in- 
spections had been nothing but a 
six-month charade to allow the 
troops to get ready. Besides, any 
aggressor nation can find or cre- 
ate a law to justify military ac- 
tion. 

Pre-emptive war 1s not new. 
Actually, it probably is the origi- 
nal idea of war. going back thou- 
sands of years. Another name for 
it is genocidal war of conquest. 
which is how these powers cre- 
ated colonial empires and when 
most of the world's nations were 
subjected to hundreds of years of 
extreme colonial violence and 
subjugation. Amazingly, some 
pro-war proponents argue that 
because Sept. 11 happened in the 
United States, other nations are 
not capable of comprehending 
such violence. 

To the chagrin of President 
Bush, France threatened to use its 
veto. so the administration has 
childishly blamed it for losing big 
at the U.N., ignoring that three- 
fourths of the world's nations are 
also opposed to this war. Still, the 
president claims to be acting on 
behalf of the “just demands of the 
world.” The United States is lucky 
to count on its colonial partners 
and a few smaller nations. Yet. 
interestingly, popular opinion in 
virtually all those allied nations is 
overwhelmingly anti-war, which 
puts into question the meaning of 
democracy. 

Even in the United States. the 
public was deeply divided at the 
time of the Azores proclamation, 
with a majority still objecting to 
unilateral war. With that said. on 
what authority did the president 
decide to wage war? 

The power to prosecute this 
war comes from the president's 
own “sovereign authority to pro- 
tect the national security of the 
nation.” Little wonder the world

The other war

While the U.S. armed forces 
advance toward Baghdad, public 
opinion speaks of nothing but that. 
The war in Iraq has almost com- 
pletely absorbed national and in- 
ternational attention. 

But as a Hispanic, today | 
want to talk to you about another 
war, one that is being fought in 
this country and that affects three 
out of five members of our com- 
munity. This is a quiet war whose 
casualties, in the vast majority of 
the cases, never know what kind 
of risk they face. 

In this war there are no bul- 
lets or rockets. The ammunition 
is toxic chemicals dumped in the 
air, water and soil, with devastat- 
ing consequences for the health of 
those who live nearby. 

I am talking about a toxic at- 


tack on scores upon scores of His- 
panic communities located close 
to garbage dumps, refineries, in- 
cinerators, chemical plants or 
freeways. This offensive does not 
target only Hispanics; African 
Americans and white Americans 
are also victims. But the percent- 
age of suffering Hispanics is 
higher than that of any other na- 
tional community. 

Examples abound. But today 
I am going to focus on two very 
illustrative cases. Let us start with 
the San Joaquin Valley, in Cali- 
fornia, where the air is so polluted 
by cars and farming equipment 
that living there is like smoking a 
pack of cigarettes a day. For the 
valley Hispanics, though, which 
comprise 40 percent of the popu- 
lation, those cigarettes do not 
seem to have filters.

“Operación Libertad Iraquí”: 
¿Guerra relámpago o guerra desgaste?

Doha, (EFE).- Las fuerzas 
aliadas comienzan a plantearse la 
posibilidad de que la “Operación 
Libertad Iraquí”, concebida como 
una “guerra relámpago”. se con- 
vierta en una larga campaña, dada 
la intensa resistencia de las tropas 
de Irak y las extrañas maniobras 
de las fuerzas de la coalición 
angloestadounidense. 

Los aliados -y los periodistas 
que siguen los movimientos de las 
tropas, tanto en el propio teatro de 
operaciones como desde la con- 
fortable retaguardia del Mando 
Militar central en Doha- han co- 
menzado a desempolvar los viejos 
manuales de táctica militar para 
familiarizarse con conceptos que 
se dieron a conocer durante la I y 
la H guerras mundiales. 

Esa “guerra relámpago” 
(“Blitzkrieg”) salió bien en 1939, 
cuando los alemanes invadieron 
y ocuparon la totalidad de Polonia 
en muy pocos días. 

Paradójicamente, en 2003, 
con un armamento muchísimo 
más sofisticado, perfeccionado y 
letal, la situación sobre el terreno 
en Irak parece retrotraernos a los 
años de 1916-1917, cuando en 
plena I Guerra Mundial tanto los 
Imperios Centrales como las fuer- 
zas francesas y británicas apos- 
taron por una prolongada campa- 
ña de trincheras al objeto de des- 
gastar y minar la moral del 
enemigo. 


Al momento presente en la 
campaña iraquí. la situación sobre 
el terreno induce a pensar que nos 
encontramos mucho más cerca de 
la “guerra de desgaste” que de la 
“guerra relámpago”. 

Ejemplos como Basora. Nasi- 
riya o Samawah. donde las fuerzas 
aliadas están encontrando una 
resistencia inusitada por parte de 
las tropas iraquíes. sirven para 
reflejar que las ansias del mando 
aliado por llegar cuanto antes a 
Bagdad pueden apagarse por la 
fuerza de los acontecimientos. 

De hecho, el mensaje que em- 
pieza a transmitirse desde el man- 
do aliado es que “la campaña si- 
gue de acuerdo con los planes pre- 
vistos”, pero “nadie dijo que ésta 
iba a ser una guerra breve o fácil”. 

En principio. parece que sigue 
siendo un objetivo prioritario 
avanzar sobre Bagdad a toda 
costa, aunque sea dejando en la 
retaguardia bolsas de resistencia. 

El problema aflora cuando las 
bolsas de resistencia son cada vez 
mayores y más intensas y cuando 
el número de tropas que hay que 
emplear para sofocarlas es cada 
vez más elevado. 

La conclusión es que se

todo. soldados. con el consiguien- 
te impacto en la opinión pública. 

El helicóptero AH-64 “Apa- 
che”. que en principio iba a ser 
uno de los protagonistas de esta 
campaña. está pasando práctica- 
mente inadvertido, pues las con- 
diciones meteorológicas que rel- 
nan en el centro y sur de Irak y el 
norte de Kuwait, le impiden evo- 
lucionar con eficacia. 

“Los iraquíes pelean con fe- 
rocidad pero están desorgani- 
zados”, comentó el jefe de las 
fuerzas británicas para Irak, ma- 
riscal del Aire Brian Burridge, 
quien subrayó que esas tropas “es- 
tán demasiado atemorizadas como 
para desafiar” al régimen del pre- 
sidente iraquí, Sadam Husein.

lraqi tribal leaders ready their 
people to defend country

Baghdad, (EFE).- More than 
200 Iraqi tribal chiefs arrived here 
Thursday amid the coalition bom- 
bardment, to acquire weapons for 
their tribe members and to enroll 
them in the civilian militias, more 
of which are joining Saddam 
Hussein’s defense forces every 
day. 

Tribal chiefs of the Al Saidi, 
Al Abeid, Al Khafanyi and Bani 
Malek gathered in downtown 
Baghdad Thursday to receive in- 
structions on how their people 
would be positioned on the battle 
fronts. 

Wearing their traditional 
“abaya” or tunics and “kaffiyehs,” 
the typical Arab headdress, they 
arrived from southeastern cities 
such as Al Amara, Maizan and 
Mucharrak, on the border with 
Iran, where thousands were wait- 
ing for their return to learn where 
and how they would fight. 

“We were told to go back to 
our villages because this is where 
the enemy will go and where we 
will be needed most,” said 
Mohsen al Mailik. 


“We wanted to go west to 
fight the Americans, but we are 
now convinced that our place is 
with our people to protect them.” 
he added. 

“Shoulder to shoulder, we 
will defeat those who have come 
to invade our land,” he said as he 
drank tea across from the hotel 
which served as the meeting 
place. 

“What has Bush lost here in 
Iraq that he sends all those people 
across the Atlantic?” said Mo- 
hammed Al Akak. 

“We are asking for weapons 
because we need better ones,” he 
added, as one of his comrades 
lifted an old hunting rifle. In the 
background, missiles could be 
heard exploding on the outskirts 
of the city since early in the day. 


He said that every tribal chief 


gathered here could raise about 
1,000 men “ready to fight wher- 
ever they are needed.” 

The chiefs came in response 
to Hussein's appeal earlier this 
week for the tribes to join his army 
and Baath Nationalist Party mili- 


tias. 

“The day has come for you to 
step into your roles. Fight the en- 
emy with your families and tribes. 
If you face them and inflict losses 
on them, they will flee because 
they are both foreigners and the 
unjust,” the Iraqi leader said in a 
nationwide broadcast address. 

The loyalty of the tribes 1s one 
of the pillars of the political struc- 
ture installed by Saddam Hussein 
to control his people over the three 
decades he has been in power. 

This has worked well in the 
case of the Sunni minority, but not 
as effectively with the Shiite ma- 
jority of southern Iraq, which has 
rebelled several times, its last and 
bloodiest revolt coinciding with 
the end of the 1991 Gulf War. 

Although the U.S.-British coa- 
lition expected this Islamic com- 
munity to rebel again as soon as 
the war started, a week later there 
were no indications of mutiny in 
Shiite majority areas. Curiously 
enough, the tribal chiefs inter- 
viewed in Baghdad were all 
Shiite .s=

“Bush Int” Airport” in Iraq 


Washington, (EFE).- A Her- 
cules C-130 became the first U.S. 
military plane to land Thursday at 
an airfield near Nasiriya, south- 
east of Baghdad, a few hours af- 
ter the soldiers guards it named the 
site “Bush International Airport.”

These troops, which are the 
vanguard of the U.S.-British 
forces, are preparing to fight at 
least three Iraqi divisions posi- 
tioned around Baghdad. 


Tallil, the country’s second 
major airfield after Baghdad's 


Saddam International Airport, has 
not been used since the United 
States and Britain imposed no-fly 
zones over northern and southern 
Iraq in 1991. 


U.S. soldiers, who took over 
the airfield on Saturday, have been 
removing equipment and vehicles 
abandoned around the control 
tower and other buildings, which 
have not been used in more than a

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Mayor Gonzales releases budget guidelines 


San José — In the tace of 
looming budvet deficits caused by 
the prolonged recession and the 
California budget crisis, San José 
Mayor Ron Gonzales has recom- 
mended to the City Council an 
aggressive approach to reduce 
costs, minimize layotfs, and pro- 
tect vital public services as the 
city’s budget 1s prepared tor the 
coming fiscal year 

Gonzales emphasized in his 
March budect message released 
today that the deep state and lo- 
cal economic recession will re- 
quire an even greater commitment 
to the conservative fiscal strategy 
the city has used to ensure bal 
anced budgets and high quality 
services 

“Especially in this time of 
extremely limited resources, gov- 
ering means choosing — and we 
will have to make some extremely 
tough choices this year.” said the 
mayor 

“Even as We must cut costs, 
We also must continue to make 
smart investments that will keep 
our neighborhoods strong, our 
city safe, and help us return to 
prosperity.” 

The mayor outlined his six 
budget priorities, which include 
building stronger neighborhoods: 
remaining the safest big city in 
children 
achieve success; building better 


America: helping 
transportation: sustaining a strong 
economy: and making city gov- 
ernment work better. 
Complicating the city’s bud- 
vet decisions this year 1s the un- 
certainty caused by the severe 


state budget crisis and its poten- 
tial negative Impacts on commu- 
nities throughout California. Un- 
til the Legislature and Governor 
approve the state budget later this 
year, the city council will not be 
able to determine how much of 
an impact there will be for San 
Jose. 

Gonzales noted. however, 
that the city should anticipate a 
large share of the state’s budget 
burden will be shifted to cities and 
counties. 

Focus on cost reductions to 
balance budget. minimize layotts. 
and protect vital neighborhood 
services 

As a result of the recession, 
the shortfall for San Jose’s Gen- 
eral Fund is currently estimated 
to be nearly $72 million. Current 
state budget proposals could re- 
sult in San Jose’s deficit increas- 
ing to approximately $130 mil- 
lion. Last year San Jose General 
Fund revenues totaled $634 mil- 
lion, Which means the projected 
deficit could be as much as 20 
percent. The General Fund cov- 
ers the costs of basic services such 
as police and fire, parks, librar- 
ies, and street maintenance. 

The Governor has also pro- 
posed shifting redevelopment tax 
revenues away from local invest- 
ments to replace statewide educa- 
tion funding. The impact of this 
proposal would eliminate the abil- 
ity of the San Jose Redevelopment 
Agency to invest in affordable 
housing, neighborhood improve- 
ments, and economic stimulus and 
job creation.

In his budget message to the 
City Council and city administra- 
tion. Gonzales set the framework 
for the preparation of the annual 
city budget that will be submit- 
ted in May for public and council 
review. He called upon the city 
staff to present strategies and pro- 
posals that will achieve priority 

goals and services and make rec- 
edi for specific reduc- 
tions that will result ina balanced 
budget 

Because of the uncertainty of 
the state budget. he has asked the 
city staff to develop a plan of spe- 
cific budget reductions that could 
be made when state budget im- 
pacts are known. This would en- 
able the city to take immediate 
steps to further reduce the budget 
without further reviews 

Gonzales also said he has be 
gun a positive discussion with 
representatives of city employee 
bargaining units to enlist ther 
help in solving the deficit. He 
noted that the city’s senior man- 
agementemplovees have already 
frozen salaries and performance 
bonuses and recommended that 
the city council approve a similar 
freeze for mayor and council- 
member staffs in order to lead by 
example. 

Each March the mayor makes 
recommendations to the City 
Council to provide direction for 
the preparation of the annual city 
budget. The city manager will re- 
lease the proposed budget in May 


for consideration and adoption by 


the Council in June after public 


hearings. .s2

There.is no money in the new 
budget for books.
